At least members of the Congregational 
Club who heard Mrs. James L. Blair de- 
nounce her city last night a mere. “‘rag- 
time’ loving town will so testify. Mrs. 
Blair’s address was convincing. She scored 
St. Louls—musical St. Louis—in words that 
knew no mincing. 

“For many years,’ the speaker said, ‘‘I 
have heard it said away from St. Louis 
that St. Louis was a great musical center. 
Here at home we did not claim it, if we 
looked at the situation properly. The se- 
rious drawback with St. Louis in a musical 
way, as in many other ways, had been that 
it was too well satisfied with itself. 8st. 
Louis was not a musical center. It was not 
a musical city in any sense of the word. 
Her citizens were not music-loving, music- 
demanding people. 

“The wealthy people who can foster mu- 
sic will not, and the poor who would 
cannot.

“Why does the Thomas orchestra always 
lose money in St. Louis? The answer to 
these questions is simply a plain fact—that 


our people will not pay for good music. A 
result is, a few philanthropic and genuine 
music lovers furnish good music to hun- 
dreds of people who could well afford it 
themselves. 

“There is no great artists who will come 
here without a written guarantee, while 
they visit cities of much less population 
without guarantee.”’ 

“Our schools in the West are sadly defi- 
cient in musical educational lines. In the 
Bast music is not thrown in as a mental 
pap. The salvation of musical St. Louis 
rests with the schools. Music should be 
given the same place in the curriculum of 
the school as mathematics. Music is a 
powerful support to law and order. It is 
not a mere pastime, but work, work, work, 


and daily sacrifice for the benefit of man- 
kind. ‘here are excellent teachers here, 
and St. Louis has the materiai to give a 
perfect wealth to music, yet [it finds no 
encouragement, nor dao the competent, effi- 
cient, careful, hard-working instructors, 
who, for all the encouragement they get, 
might as well be grinding a hand organ. 
yet the dear peopie hope for a higner 
life. Still, it is hard to have their araor 
chilled by the indifference shown them and 
to their art. 

“There is a perfect dearth of music-loving 
among the younger people of this city.

Suggests a Way to 
Remedy the Fault. 

In summing up Mrs. Blair suggested as a 
remedy for what she terms the lamentable 
condition existing in St. Louis that more 
apartment houses be erected, with dead- 
ened walls where young musicians may 
practice without disturbing other tenants, 
tha@ the people of St. Louis should demand 
good music, pay for it and appreciate it 
when they get it. 

Mrs. Blair said there were probably 300 
persons in St. Louis who could listen in 
wrapt attention to one of Beethoven's sym- 


phonies. 

‘In Cincinnati I have seen 1000 persons 
said. breathiessly to the same things,’’ she 
sai 

‘There is a true sincere love of music at 
the May festival held in the Ohio metropo- 
lis which is not the mere pretense seen in 
St. Louis. 

“Withal the situation is not hopeless in 
St. Louis, and I hope there will be an awak. 
ening and the creation of a regard for 
ideals,"

Plans for the Assassin’s Execution In- 
clude but 26 Witnesses, as 
Provided by Law. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 22.—Though no 
facts are given out by Warden Collins, it is 
believed that Leon Czolgosz, the assassin 
of President McKinley, will be taken to 
the electric chair next Monday morning, 
Oct. 28, before 6 o'clock. If arrangements 
are not completed by that time, the assas- 
sin will be put to death Tuesday morning. 


The witnesses under the law are limited 
to 26. In addition there will be a limited 
number of newspaper men. The warden of 
the state prison has already received 1200 
requests for invitations and the task of se- 
lecting the 26 therefrom is great.

The record of two deaths and three persons injured by street 
cars in oné day, Sunday, shows how unsafe are the streets of 
St. Louis, with street.cars equipped with old-time brakes and 
ineffective fenders. 

In one of the accidents, the street car rounded, a curve and 
then ran into a wagon, killing one of its occupants and injuring 
the other. Doubtless the motorman did his best to ‘stop the 
heavy car when ke found a collision imminent, but -with the old- 
style, “‘coffee-grinder’ brake, the heavy car sped on its death- 
dealing way, There are power brakes in use in other cities which 
can be applied instantaneouly and are effective on heavy electric 
cars.

With a Lion, He Did the Right 
Thing at the Right Time. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 22.—‘‘Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is as plain as a piece of 
corn bread in a miner's shack; he's. white 
clear through, and—and, well, he’s a good 
féllow.”’ 

Such was John W. Goff's tribute to his 
friend and hunting comrade, Theodore 
Roosevelt, at the New Albany hotel, where 
he is stopping. 

Mr. Goff lives at Trinidad, Colo. He is 
the chief veterinary surgeon of the Colo- 
rado Fuel & Iron Co. Nature aided him in 
his self-taught veterinary learning. For a 
quarter of a century he was a hunter and 
trapper. There are few ravines or moun- 
tains in the Rocky Mountains country 
that he Is not familiar with. He is as rug- 
@d as the mountains he loves so well. He 
s blunt of speech, active and wiry, and in 
his home state is renowned for his pluck 
and endurance. 

Mr, Goff accompanied Mr. Roosevelt on 
his hunting trip in the Rocky Mountain 
country last December. acting as guide. 

“Mr. Roosevelt had just passed through 
an exciting and nerve-wrecking campaign 
and he came out west for rest and recre- 
ation,’’ said Mr. Goff. “He certainly had 
recreation in plenty, but he wotked hard 
ely age three weeks he devoted to hunt- 
ing. e is a brave man. a daring hunter, 
a good shot,and a splendid, camper. 


Mr. Roosevelt as 
a Camp Oook. 

“The President doesn’t put on any airs 
when in camp. He did his share of work 
with the rest of us. He fried bacon, made 
bread, cut wood, went after water, acted 
as camp cleaner and gave us to understand 
from the start that he meant to have his 
own way. He hkes to work. Often he 
would beat us out of our blankets in the 
morning and set the pace for us. Some- 
times he would put on his shoes, but not 
often. In his stocking feet he would cut 
wood, build up the camp fire and start te 
cooking our sah ifaat before we could 
stretch and yawn and roll over. He is an 
artist when cooking camp grub. He knows 
when to flip the bacon and when the flap- 
jacks are ready for the plate.’’ , 

“But Mr. Roosevelt is just like any other 
man used to roughing it.’’ continued Mr. 
Goff. ‘‘His dignity is of the Kind western- 
ers like. He never talked above our heads. 
We knew he was a college graduate and he 
knew that we were pain, everyday people, 
so he always used language we could read 
ily understand and often related interest- 
ing stories. I first met him in New York in 
1887. I was there selling hides and he 
had heard of me and called at my hotel to 
see me. Our friendship dates from our 
first conversation. 

“We talked about hunting and I told him 
some of my experiences in the Rockies in 
the early days. He has not changed since 
then. e’s the same old sixpence. I met 
him by appointment in Denver last De- 


-cember and from there we went to Glen-

wood Springs, where we outfitted and we 
traveled on horseback, carrying our camp 
fixings on pack mules. During the three 
weeks we were out I never heard a murmur 
or a grow! of discontent fall from his lips. 
He was always a good fellow. Our trip 
was commotplace. We visited the Delta 
and the Mpyunt Rose country and spent a 
few days in Minera! County. Of course, the 
country was rough and game was plentiful, 
but there was no adventure worth relat- 
ing.”’ 

“Were there no exciting encounters with 
mountain lions?’ Mr. Goff was asked. 

“No, nothing out of the ordinary. Mr. 
Roosevelt killed 14 mountain lions on the 


rip. 

Bont you consider the killing of 14 
mountain lions extraordinary?’ 

“No, not by a man like Mr. Roosevelt. 
He is a keen hunter and a good shot. Of 
course, the funny newspaper man exag- 
gerated his exploits. But every ‘kill’ was a 
clean one and on several occasions he had 
to use his knifé. But he never got ex- 
cited and he always know just what to 
do when he scented danger. I am _ ready 
to take off my hat to him as a hunter 
every day in the week:’’

er’s his experiences on the hunt with Mr. 
Gott, in an article entitled ‘‘With the Cou- 
gar Hounds.” :

The best backs in the world are well 
nigh powerless without a good line to stand 
up for them. This is Harvard's weak point 
and it will tell against her when she meets 
Pennsylvania and Yale. The wonderful 


work on end runs which was done was due 
not alone to the ability of the backfield but 
also to Columbia's weak defense for that 
style of play. 

The situation is this: If Coach Lewis can- 
not hammer out a good, fast, gingery line, 
the kind of line that has torn Pennsyl- 
vania’s guards back to shreds*in seasons 
past, then the star Harvard runners and 
dodgers will be of little more use in the 
big games than mediocre backs. 

In the center of the line there is the same 
old trouble which has bothered the Cam- 
bridge coaches at the beginning of almost 
every football season. The men have 
weight enough, some of them have experi- 
ence, but they are slow. It does not seem 
to be realized that quickness and »not 
strength is the essence of good playing in 
each one of the eleven positions on a foot- 
ball team, in the guard position no less than 
in that of quarterback. 


Quickness Counts 
More Than Strength. 
To an old player this maxim Is trite, but 
seemingly it has to be learned afresh , by 
every new batch of linemen. In the Co- 


lumbia game the Harvard line was scarcely 
any slower than that of the visitors. Bot 
lines were slow. Looking from the side of 
the field, directly end-on to the line-up, the 
bail could be seen to go back, and follow- 
ing this there was a wait of considerable 
duration before the space between the two 
rush lines was closed up by the charging 
forward of the men. 

When Harvard meets Yale, if her line 
does not go with the ball they might as 
well not go at all, for it may be said in 
passing, that Yale has the quickest rush 
line on the gridiron today. Sargent is a 
very eccentric player. He is large and 
clumsy, and in — of his experience is a 
poor passer. He has in seasons past played 
a good game, and there should not be much 
doubt of his finally rounding into shape 
under the energetic coaching of Lewis. He 
ought to be the equal of any man Pennsy!l- 
vania can put in against him, though it 1s 
extremely unlikely that he will be able 
to equal Holt of Yale.

Where the tackling is good dodging is not 
simple. In fact, it is usually less valuable 
than ability to hammer along slowly and 
surely behind a auick rush line and this is

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Dr. Orville 8S. Burnett 
was held to the grandjury at the cor- 
oner’s inquest over the body of Mrs. Char- 
lotte Shoup Nichol, who was found with 
him, dead, Sunday, in a room at the Mar!l- 
borough Hotel. The evidence was not suf- 
ficiently complete to convince the coroner 
that the morphine which killed Mrs. Nichol 
was self-administered, so he passed the 
case on to the criminal court in order that 
a fuller investigation might be made. 

In the opinion of Dr. Carter, who was 
called to the hotel after the tragedy was dis- 
covered, Dr. Burnett made no very serious 
effort to kill himself. The morphine, he 
said, was insufficient, and there were very 
few traces of the effects of the gas. The 
wound in the neck, which Dr. Burnett said 
he made while trying to sever his jugular 
vein with Mrs. Nichol’s hatpin, was not 
visible to the naked eye. 

The doctor himself refused to _ testify. 
When Deputy Coroner Felix Senff asked 
him if he had anything to say, reminding 
him at the same time that his statement 
might be used against him, he mumbled a 
refusal to go on the stand. During the 
whole proceeding he sat stolid in his chair, 
apparently the most uninterested man in 
the room. 


Culmination of 
a Love Story. 

The tragedy is the culmination of a love 
story begun in the south a decade ago, re- 
newed in Chicago two years since and car- 
ried on despite the marriage vows that 
bound both to others. Mre. Charlotte 
Nichol, wife of W. L. Nichol, Jr., commer- 
clal agent for the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and 8t. Louls railroad, is dead, and Dr. 
Orville Burnett, a dentist with offices in 
the Great Northern buliding, is now a 
prisoner. 

Information which Mrs. Nichol had re- 
ceived to the effect that her husband was 
about to be transferred to the Nashville cf- 
fice of his employers, thus necessitating 
her separation from Burnett, was the di- 
rect cause of the lovers’ tragic plans. Mr. 
Nichol had been informed that his services 
would be rmanently required in Nash- 
ville after Nov. 1 and he had already told 
his wife of the impending change. 

Burnett admitted thig to be the cause for 
their attempt at double suicide 


Facts Developed . 
at the Inquest. . 

Today many new facts about Burnett’s 
love for Mrs. Nichol and her love for him 
were revealed. 

W. L. Nichol, the husband of the woman, 
said that his wife had introduced him to 


Burnett and that the dentist had called at 
the Nichol house twice. 


and a woman who are alive today and in- 
nocent. 

Upon Burnett's invalid wife is the blow 
heavy, and upon W. L. Nichol, husband of 
the woman who killed herself because she 
loved Burnett and was to be taken from 
him. Nichol’s three children—the oldest 7, 
the younger 2—must bear a part of the 
grief. ° 

So today it is not only the guilty who 
have felt the sting, but the innocent as 
well. 

Imagine a pleasant, sunshiny flat at 
6518 Minerva avenue. W. L. Nichol, com- 


mercial agent of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga & St. Louis Railroad, lived there. His 
wife, a dainty, affectionate woman of 27, 
the mother of his three pretty children, 
made Nichol’s home the happiest place in 
the world to him. With his wife and his 
children to work for he was going forward 
in his besiness, looking for a contented, 
secure existence at his own hearth. 

Then, at 458 Sixty-third street, was an- 
other flat. Here lived Dr. Orville Burnett, 
dentist, and his wife, who was not strong 

hysically, and where love and trust for 
whl husband was the one bright spot in her 
ife. 

Her husband and Nichol’s wife met. 

They went out with each other to the- 
aters, to cafes, and then to saloons. At 
home nothing was known of their secret. 
They said to themselves that they loved 
each other. 

Nichol was promoted. He would take his 
family to Nashville, where, among his peo- 

le and his wife's —— he would be even 

appier than he was here. 

tits wife smiled when he told her and 
pretended she was glad. Then she went to 
meet her lover. 

In saloons around Twenty-second street 
yesterday they drank and then went to the 
Marlborough Hotel, at State and Twenty- 
second. She said she could not be happy 
without him and she drank morphine to 
prove it.
